Blk SOIL PROJECT 
SET FOR GEORGIA 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—De- 
signed to check sedimentation of 
streams and to conserve soil resources, 
a new soil erosion project has been es- 
tablished in parts of Jackson, Madison 
and Clarke counties, northeastern 
Georgia, Secretary of the Interior 


Ickes formally announced here today. 
The project is under ihe personal su- 


to determine | the soil erosion service of the interior 


department, with Roy A. Rast in 
charge of Georgia work. 
Located on the contiguous water- 
sheds of Sandy creek and South Fork 
of Broad river, the project has a two- 
fold purpose, Mr. Ickes said. To con- 


| serve soil resources by checking ero- 


sion, and at the same time to check 
sedimentation of the streams, thereby 
minimizing the flood hazard, prevent- 
ing the destructive filling of storage 
reservoirs, and protecting productive 
bottom lands from being covered by 
non-productive sands washed out of 
the hills. 

The project comprises an area of 
nearly 100,000 acres in the central 
part of the Piedmont plateau, in a 
comparatively well developed igricul- 
tural section, Secretary Ickes explain- 
ed. Although less than half the area 
is now in cultivated crops, practically 
every acre of the land has been tilled 
at some tixe or other. 

The principal crops are cotton and 
corn, with minor areas of peaches. 
cowpeas and other crops. Cotton and 
corn are clean tilled crops which favor 
the development of erosion, especially 
when planted on sloping land with 
the usual] cultural practices. 

iot New Problem. 
“Erosion is not a new problem or 
even a recently recognized problem on 
Georgia farms,” said Mr. Ickes’ an- 
nouncement, “it has been récogni 
since the first fields were cleared.” 

Unfortunately, however, according 
to experts of the interior department 
who investigated the project, during 
he early agricultural development and 
antil comparatively recent times, ag- 
riculture in the Piedmont amounted to 
exploitation of the land to a consider- 
able degree. Fields were cleared and 
used for cotton as long as the soil 
was productive. Productivity gradually

LEADS IN PRIMARY 


J. Y. Sanders Within 21 
Votes of Clear Majority 
in Louisiana. 


BATON ROUGE, La.. April 17.— 
(P)—With only 23 precincts missing 
in the sixth district congressional pri- 
mary, J. Y. Sanders Jr., anti-Huey 
Long candidate, held a lead of more 
than 1,700 over his nearest opponent, 
Harry D. Wilson, tommissioner of 
agriculture in the Long-Allen state 
administration, but complete returns 
will be necessary to determine whether 
a second primary must be called to set- 
tle the contest. 

On the basis of returns from 179 
precincts out of a total of 202 Sanders 
was 21 votes short of the necessary 
majority for election in the first pri- 
mary. The strength of the other three 
eandidates, John S. Nelson, Murphy 
J. Sylvest and FE. M. Whitman, on 
belated returns will determine wheth- 
er a second primary will be necessary. 


From these reporting precincts San- 
tiers polled 14,266 votes, Wilson 12.516, 
Sylvest 1,133, Nelson 464 and Whit- 
man 194. On these figures the total 
vote was 28,573, making a majority 
necessary for election 14,287. With 
Sanders’ incomplete vote standing at 
14.266, indications pointed to a sec- 
ond primary one week hence. 

The district voted for the third time 
to name a successor to Representative 
Bolivar E. Kemp, who died in office 
ten months ago. 

All five candidates campaigned as 
independents, though one of them, 
Sanders, son of former Governor J. Y. 
Manders Sr., declared his candidacy 
against the political organization of 
Senator Tong. 

The entire slate of candidates in to- 
duy's primary either attacked the po- 
litical organization of Senator Long 
or refused to claim any affiliation 
with it. 

The total registration of the 12 par- 
ishes in the district was ha aieerreae 
ly 35.000.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—(/)— 
Six wittiesses today flatly contraditted 
Dr. William A. Wirt’s testimony that 
they had talked of revolution and 
thereby brought indications that the 
district attorney might be asked to 
look into the differences between sworn 
testimony. 

The six said that instead of talk- 
ing of a brain trust plot for revolu- 
tion as the Gary educator had charged, 
they listened to a four-hour mono- 
logue from Wirt on education ani 
gold devaluation. 

The open hearing ended with the 
session today. Chairman Bulwinkle, 
of the committee, commented that his 
group could not “prosecute Dr. Wirt 
for perjury, but there is no reason 
why the ‘district attorney and the 
grand jury shouldn’t be able to take 
notice of the case.” 

He said he did not plan to call 
the conflicting testimony to the at- 
tention of Leslie Garnett, district at- 
torney, but Representative Somers, 
democrat, New York, said if the com- 
mittee did not move in that direction 
he would. 

House leaders, however, indicated 
they did not favor any further step 
in the matter.

“smug pointed out that the conference 

ere marks the first occasion on which 

the various officials of relief work in 
the state have had the opportunity of 
being together. 

She devoted most of her time to de- 
scribing the origin of CWA and its ac- 
complishments. The dominant note in 
the entire recovery campaign, she said, 
is “rehabilitation.” 

Neither Georgia nor ‘any other state 
was prepared to combat the depres- 
sion, she said, and the fact that CWA, 
a hurriedly-organized emergency unit, 
did its work so well is laudable. 

“People who have come on our rolls 
were really hungry; their morale was 
broken and they were hopeless, not 
knowing what to do,” Miss Shepper- 
soh averred. “Whenever and wherever 
possible, we have given a man work 
in a field in which he had experience, 
thereby giving him a sense of accom- 
polishment.” 

Tracing the background of the de- 
pression, Mr. Johnstone stated: 

“In the period after the World 
War, we forgot idealism, forgot hu- 
manity and began to worship strange 
and false gods. The policy of this 
country was directed along the road 
of acquisition of material things; we 
worshipped this idol until 1929, when 
the crisis came. 

“The masses of the people surrend- 
ered in the face of the depression. 
For four long years those who held 
within their care the destinies of this 
citizenship refused to face the facts. 
Not until the close of 1932 and thé 
beginning of 1933 did one arise who 
had the courage and wisdom to real- 
ize that it is the government’s duty 
to take care of its people under such 
~ ae ate and to execute his be- 
iefs. 

Roosevelt Lauded. 

“It has been a distinct honor and 
privilege for you social workers to 
serve under the leadership of that 
man, Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

Principal features of the new deal, 
he said, have been the establishment 
of a relief program—“the government 
has announced that no citizen shall 
go hungry or naked—and the forma- 
tion of the NRA and allied agencies 
to establish partnership between in- 
dustry, workers and government for 
the mutual benefit of all. 

“Thus stimulated and aided,” Mr. 
Johnstone said, “the world may heal 
its own wounds and its people renew 
— friendship and trust in one an- 
other.

¢ TREND WASHINGTON, April 17.—The alphabet soup is going 
to be recooked, boiled down. 

During the next six months or a year, you will see all the gov- 
ernment emergency agencies (NRA, AAA, PWA et al) melted down . 
into permanent government set-ups, differing in tone and even in 
personnel from the existing emergency organizations. 

At least, the long-range thinkers for the White House already. 
are working on the broad outlines of such a new theme song. The 
NRA reorganization probably will come first. | 

Sole execption is the relief outfit (FERA). No one has an idea 
what the demand for relief will be. Hence, no long-range formula 
for it is being considered at present. 


BASIS This is to be the second phase of the new deal, the per- 
: manent reform phase to replace the passing emergency 
phase. : 

In general, it will represent a moderation of the original strong 
doses, elimination of duplication and conflict among the various 
agencies, a weeding out of misfits, a settling down of government 
policy to a long-range basis. 

The term “radical’’ or ‘“‘conservative” is not used by those who 
are thinking the thing out. They profess to want to keep away 
from either extreme. Instead, they want to make a practical solu- 
tion based on the experience gained from the emergency program. 

They have in mind that most of the rest of the .world has 
reorganized its governmental methods since the war. In Italy, it 
was Mussolini; in Russia, the soviets; in Germany, Hitler. France 
is now starting out on a similar path, although no one can see yet 
what way her organization is going to go. England’s was worked 
out rather mildly through the laborite and national governments. 

You will gather from talking to the planners that ours is to 
be the democratic equivalent of the reorganizations in the rest of 
the prominent nations of the world. 


BACKGROUND The planners admit that the hastily concocted 
alphabet soup was not strictly along demo- 

cratic lines, that it was highly seasoned with coercion as a tem- 
porary necessity. It is their idea that the second phase will be 
better rooted in principles of democracy. 

Another thing they have found is that good soup cannot be 
cooked as fast as this one was. Too many sour onions get in. 

Thousands of employes*’were selected on 48 hours’ considera- 
tion. When one of the relief organizations was set up, it was im- 
possible to choose the best available men, or even to know what 
kind of men were being picked. The need for haste is now passing. 

That consideration seems to furnish the whole background of 
tone for the new thought—calmer, more deliberate working out 
of the various problems. 

This means that any new or revised legislation found necessary 
will await the convening of the next congress in January. 


AUTHORITY These deductions all rest upon “off-the-record” 

assertions by those competent to speak. It is 
what they have in mind. It is the administration side of the story 
and is possibly colored with that authority, but it fits in basically 
with what the insiders here are expecting.

Editor Constitution: With refer- 
ence further to your admirable edi- 
torial in this morning’s Constitution, 
discussing the injustice done the south 
in- the freight differentials in favor 
of the north, permit me to call your 
attention to certain details emphasiz- 
ing the correctness of your position: 

Southern industry is undoubtedly 
facing a crisis at this time with re- 
spect to their ability to market south- 
ern eres within the more densely 
populated sections of the country, due 
primarily to: 

1. The greater cost of transporting 
products of the south that necessarily 
— move for relative long distances; 
a 

2. The wage requirements of the va- 
rious codes promulgated by the NRA 
that fails to give proper consideration 
to the unfavorable position of south- 
ern industry as to transportation costs 


as compared with northern competi-| 728 


tion. 7 | 

Even under an equal level of freight 
rates, southern industry would be at 
a disadvantage in reaching northern 
markets, due to the much longer haul 
involved from the south as compared 
with the comparatively short haul of 
the northern manufacturers. Any vio- 
lent disruption of wage differentials 
that have existed between the north 
and the south that does not take into 
account the disadvantage of southern 
industry as to transportation costs 
will prove disastrous. 

This condition also prevails with 
respect to the production and market- 
ing of southern mineral resources, such 
as coal, clay, natural stone, etc. As 
to bituminous coal, this condition pre- 
sents a serious situation. The south- 
ern coal producers, even under the 
wage differences obtaining in the past, 
found it difficult indeed to participate 
in the volume tonnage to the north, 
due to their disadvantage as to trans- 
portation cost. The interstate com- 
merce commission now has before them 
the matter of a general readjustment 
of rates on two of the south’s most 
important products, i. e., textiles and 
natural stone. Both of these products 
are highly competitive with similar 
products produced within the north, 
particularly within New England, and 
the very existence of this important 
industry is dependent upon the ability 
of southern producers to reach north- 
ern markets on a_ transportation 
equality. 

High Rates Enforced. 

The record in each of these impor- 
tant cases (which is voluminous, in- 
deed), submitted by the southern ship- 
pers at a* great expense, undoubtedly 
prove that the unit cost of transporta- 
tion within the south is even longer 
than within the north. Notwithstand- 
ing this showing by the southern in- 
terests, the recommendation of the 
presiding examiners of the interstate 
commerce commission in both the nat- 
ural stone and textile cases are that 
the rates from the south to the north 
should be much higher than fram 
northern producing points to the prin- 
cipal consuming,territory of the coun- 


y. 
On textiles, the rates from the south 
would become 18 per cent higher, mile 
for mile, than within the north; and 
on finished stone (marble and gran- 
ite), the rate would become 20 per 
cent higher, mile for mile, although, 
today, the present level of rates with- 
in the south on natural stone is lower 
mile for mile. than within the north. 
This is equally true in many respects 
as to the rates from the south into 
the north, which condition the inter- 
state commerce commission proposes 
to reverse. And on staves, the inter- 
state commerce commission has fixed 
a level of rates from the south into 
the north 26 per cent higher to <cer- 
tain sections and 39 per cent higher to 
other sections than obtain within the 
north, thus the rate on coal and wood 
stoves, carload, from Gardner, Mass., 
to Mansfield, Ohio, would be 45 cents 
per 100 pounds for 670 miles, while 
from Atlanta the rate would be 57 
cents per 100 pounds for 650 miles.

Wages An Iseue. 


The tendency on the part of the in- 
ter state commerce commission to 
prescribe higher rate levels from the 
south on different classes of traffic 
than within the north has undoubted- 
ly been influenced by the fact that 
southern industry, generally speaking, 
were more favorably situated, par- 
ticularly as to the labor costs, al- 
though, as a matter of law, this 
claim, if true, could not be given 
judicial notice by the interstate com- 
merce commission. Nevertheless de- 
termined efforts were made in more 
recent litigation by northern ship- 
pers and railroads to make this claim 
an issue. While counsel for the 
southern interests sought to have this 
character of evidence stricken from 
the record in the pending natural 
stone and textile cases, the presiding 
examiner permitted it to remain in 
the record for what it was worth. 


Even should the claim of northern 
interests be true as to prior labor 
advantages of southern industry, this 
condtion no longer exists in view of 
the requirements of the NRA. As to 
the record in the natural stone case, 
which was concluded before the NRA 
came into existence, petition was filed 
with the interstate commerce com- 
mission seeking a reopening of the 
record which would permit southern 
interests to submit evidence indicat- 
ing thé changed conditions as to la- 
bor cost brought about by the re- 
quirements of the NRA, but this 
was denied on the grounds that the 
commission could not: take judicial 
notice of such changed conditions; 
and while ground work has been paid 
for a similar petition in the southern 
textile case, it is fair to assume that 
such a petition, if filed, would be de- 
nied.

NEW YORK, April 17.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt's “new deal” re- 
gime was denounced as “reactionary 
and un-American” by his distant 
cousin, Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, 
tonight in a speech that accused the 
administration of violating constitu- 
tional liberties “to an extraordinary 
degree.” 

Colonel Roosevelt assailed the NRA 
as having adopted an attitude 
“militaristic Prussianism.” 

“It is a bullying, bulldozing frame 
of mind that is foreign to anything 
our ancestors would have permitted,” 
he declared.

The new deal. he said, is not new | 


but is “the old deal, older than time, 
the deal from which we have been 
rising through years of struggle.” 

“Tf it is fixed upon us.” he warned, 
“it predicates for the future an auto- 
crat rather than a president.” 


Spe.king at his inauguration § as 
president of the National Republican 
Club, Colonel Roosevelt accused the 
government of violating the consti- 
tutional provision that every man 
shall have his day in court by can- 


celing the air mail contracts without | 


nearing: he declared an effort had 
been made to stifle free speech and 
to throttle the press. 

As a “striking example,” he said 
that when Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh recently protested against can- 
cellation of the air mail contracts “a 
deliberate and concerted attempt was 
set on foot to discredit him in the 
eves of the public by trying to show 
that he was a publicity seeker and 
by endeavoring to prove that his mno- 
tives were base in that he had profit- 
ed to an undue extent by his con- 
nection with the development of the 
air service.”

“The great federal organizations 
that have been set on foot, such as 
the NRA, the AAA, etc., sweep aside 
state lines and extend their tentacles 
down into the community, prescrib- 
ing the details of existence in city and 
in country. 

“Liberties and privileges that were 
jealously guarded by our forefathers 
are forfeit .. responsibilities are 
being lifted from the shoulders of the 
people.

ALBANY, N. Y., April 17.—(#)— 
Virtually all of Governor Herbert H. 
Lehman's drastic program for 


strengthening public control over the 
utility companies has the approval of 
the New York legislature tonight. 

The assembly passed the governor's 
chief bill permitting cities, towns and 
villages to go into the electric and gas 
business. .All opposition came from 
the republication side. This bill and 
four otherg were approved today 

The four other bills are intended 
to: (1) Charge utility companies part 
of the cost of rate investigations; (2) 
Permit the 52 villages which already 
have electric plants to -extend their 
lines beyond the village limits; (3) 
Limit the uses to which utility com- 
panies may put their revenues, and 
(4) Require the companies to turn 
over unclaimed customers’ deposits to 
the state after 15 years. 

Three other bills in the 11-point 
Lehman program have been 
by the legislature. Two of these, now 
awaiting the governor's signature, 
strengthen control over affiliated com- 
panies.

It is an almost universal complaint 
among bridge players that their part- 
ners are “dumb” and that they make 
the great majority of mistakes which 
mar the games they play at the bridge 
table. There may a measure of 
truth in this, and one remembers the 
old Quaker who once, viewing the 
idiosyncrasies of the world, remarked 
to his spouse, “I think the whole 
world is queer except thee and me, 
and sometimes I think thee art a lit- 
tle queer.” | 

Bridge players in this share the 
Quaker’s viewpoint but I have found 
an exception in Mr. W. H. 8S. O’Brien, 
of St. Louis, who submitted the hand 
below and asked me to comment upon 
the bidding and the play, remarking 
that the fact that West made the 
contract of five hearts doubled is most 
interesting, particularly in face of the 
fact that North might. be accused of 
misplaying his king of diamonds on 
the second trick. but finding an ex- 
cus: for his partner in that, confront- 
ed with a difficult situation in play, 
he knew that he could cash a trick 
then but was not too sure of it later.

In view 
of the bidding West felt there was 
an excellent chance that South had 
a singleton diamond and also, in view 
of the opening forcing bid. that that 
singleton was the ace. If he held 
the doubleton ace-king, then the set 
could not be averted. 

West’s strategy was rewarded. 
North played the king and South, of 
course, was forced to win with the 
ace. From there on, as Mr. O’Brien 
states, West had no losing card save 
the trump ace. 

The question submitted fs: Should 
North have played the king? While 
Mr. O’Brien takes the view that the 
hand was well played from the defen- 
sive standpoint, I am forced to say 
that I cannot agree with him. West’s 
willingness to bid up to five, in view 
of an opening forcing bid of two, sug- 
gests strongly the proposition of dis- 
tributional values with probably a 
reasonably solid trump suit. These 
distributional values cannot exist in 
the club suit, in which North him- 
self holds six cards. It must fol- 
low then that ‘West has some sort of 
a fit with the four diamonds disclosed 
in the dummy hand. South must have 
top-card strength in diamonds and 
clubs as well as a trick in hearts to 
have justified an opening bid of two 
in a suit without the ace of spades. 
Hence North’s diamond king should 
be as safe as the proverbial church, 
and North should play a low card 
and let nature take its course.

Smoking by Girls 


Young women students at two At- 
lanta schools of higher learning have 
facilities for smoking in the build- 
ings, while in two others the girls are 
foreed to leave the campus, seek se- 
cluded places in drugstores and auto- 
mobiles or visit the homes of friends. 


Insight into the “smoking” condi- 
tions in the schools came after Dr. J. 
R. McCain, president of Agnes Scott 
College, ruled that students in his in- 
stitution could not smoke even if sev- 
eral hundred withdrew from school 
rather than submit to the ban on the 
weed. His statement was in answer 
to a petition circulated among the 
student body regarding permission to 
smoke on the campus. 

While women students at Ogle- 
thorpe University and the University 
System of Georgia Evening School 
here are permitted to smoke in the 
buildings, Emory University forbids 
the few girls there to smoke in ahy 
place on the campus. 

Oglethorpe University has furnish- 
ed special rooms for the girls to use 
as smoking salons, while at the eve- 
ning school girls are ordered to retire 
to rest rooms for puffing their cig- 
arets. Heads of both institutions 
agreed that “none of the privileges are 
abused and we found our method wise 
to halt clandestine smoking.” 

Dr. Harvey Cox, president of Emory

JAPAN MAY DENOUNCE 
U.S. AID TO CHINESE 


TOKYO, April 17.—@)—A mani- 
festo setting forth Japan’s responsi- 
bility to maintain peace in east Asia 
and objecting to the efforts of other 
nations, including the United States, 
to help Chinese air and military forces 
was studied today by Foreign Minister 
Koki Hirota. 

A draft of the document, called a 
“restatement and clarification” of the 
Japanese policy toward China and de- 
signed to outline Chinese relations 
with other powers so ag not to jeop- 
ardize peace, was sent to the foreign 
office for approval. 

Subsequently it will be communi- 
cated to the Japanese minister in Nan- 
king and Japanese ambassadors in 
Washington and other capitals to 
serve as a basis for explanations. 

The draft was shown to an Asso- 
ciated Press representative by a high 
official who declared that “history 
shows that technical or financial aid 
to China almost inevitably becomes 
military or political, in which event 
Japan myst object.” 

He declined to answer a question 
as to how this would affect the sales 
of American airplane manufacturers 
to China, Washington's cotton and 
wheat loan to China, or the activities 
of Americans in helping establish 
Chinese air routes and training Chi- 
nese aviators. 

The document says: 

“We regard Japan principally re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of peace 
in east Asia and we are determined 
to fulfill this mission; in order to 
do so, Japan must share China’s re- 
sponsibility for the maintenance of 
peace, 

“Japan sincerely desires the integ- 
rity, -unification, and restoration of 
order in China, History teaches that 
is only achievable through China's 
own self-awakening and China's own 
endeavors, 
| “Japan therefore must break 
|China’s anti-Japanese movement and 
eliminate China’s traditional policy 
of setting one power against another. 

“In the situation which has arisen 
since the Manchuria and Shanghai 
_ incidents, if other powers attempt to 
co-operate in assistance to China, 
whether under the guise of financial 
or technical assistance, ultimately 
such efforts almost inevitably pro- 
duce political results. 

“The outcome for China may be 
calamitous, endangering her integrity 
and producing a division of spheres 
of influence. 
| “Japan does not object to other 
powers individually negotiating with 
China for assistance in the fields of 
‘economics and commerce, provided 
such do not disturb peace and the 
| maintenance of order in east Asia. 

“But if such efforts lead to a dis- 
.. Japan must 


| object.” 

| Activities to which Japan will ob- 
| ject inelude “the supplying of mili- 
the establishment of 
nairdromes, the furnishing of military 
advisers, and instructors, and_ the 
granting of political loans.” The form 
and extent of these objections were 
not disclosed.

CALE 
TO STOPLYNCHING 


U. S. Troops Mobilized as 
Louisiana Guards and 
Police Are Overpowered. 


SHREVEPORT, La., April 17.— 
(?)—The national guard was called 
out at 10:15 p, m. tonight as a crowd 
storming the Caddo parish court- 
house got out of control of officers 
in its efforts to “get” Fred Lock- 
hart, confessed torture murderer of 
16-year-old Mae Giffin. 

Tear.gas bombs failed to disperse 
the huge crowd. 

Troops from the United States army 
aviation post, Barksdale field, four 
miles from the courthouse, were being 
mobilized to assist officers in pro- 
tecting Lockhart. 

Urged on by two young women 
standing on a truck, a mob of 2,000 
men stormed the courthouse in an 
effort to seize Lockhart, who police 
said had confessed to the murder in 
a woods on the outskirts of Shreve- 
port last Thursday. 

After efforts to enter the building 
from the basement had failed. the mob 
split in half, with one half charg- 
ing the front door of the first floor 
and the other storming the basement. 

The officers were overpowered by 
the mob that assailed a front door 
armed .with bricks and clubs and 200 
men forced an entrance and took 
charge of the first floor. 


The officers retreated to the second 
floor and firemen were called to turn 
the hose on the howling mob, bent on 
seizing the prisoner locked in the jail 
on the seventh floor. 

Every available officer in the city 
was called out to control the situation. 
One man was arrested in the beginning 
of the mob action, but no charge had 
been placed against him. 

The mob began forming in front of 
the courthouse shortly after the news 
had spread of the prisoner's confession. 
The mob milled about the building ap.- 
parently leaderless until two young 
women mounted a parked automobile 
and one of them yelled: 

“You're a bunch of dirty, yellow 
cowards if. you don't go in and get 
him.” 

With that the mob. stormed the 
courthouse and when a fire engine roll- 
ed up to pump water on the crowd, the 
mob seized the engine and held the 
firemen helpless. 

Lockhart, 38, a wandering vendor 
of artificial butterflies and trinkets. 
confessed, Sheriff T. R. Hughes said. 
after he had been grilled for hours. 
Lockhart, the sheriff said, admitted 
luring the young girl from her mother's 
home on the pretext of employing her 
as a companion for his wife and 


stabbed her to death when she reject-. 


ed his improper advances. 

Extremely weary from an all day 
questioning by officers and reviewing 
by scores of persons seeking to identify 
the slayer, Lockhart early tonight 
broke down and said he was ready to 
make a “full confession,” Sheriff 
Hughes announced. 

The sheriff quoted Lockhart as ad- 
mitting that he went to the home’of 
Mrs. Maggie Peters, mbther of the 
girl, “hursday and engaged Miss Gif- 
fin on a pretense of serving as a com- 
panion to his ill wife. Her mutilated 
body was found on Sunday in a wood- 
ed section near Cross lake. 

“She struck at me and I pulled out 
my knife and stabbed her in the side. 
She fainted and it was then I attacked 
her.’ 

Lockhart paused and under ques- 
tioning admitted slashing her throat 
after the attack and then half bury- 
ing his lifeless victim under a blanket 
of leaves and wood, the sheriff said.
